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DEMAND AND PRICES. 


As a Rule Mills Report That They Are Fairly Well Sup- 
plied with Orders—Jobbing Business Not Very 
Active—Prices Not Overstrong. 











When asked to outline the condition of the market as he 
saw it, a man prominently identified with the New York 
trade said this week: 
from Washington are now positively known, the market 
has settled to a condition that is general, and buyers now 
feel confident that they know where they stand. At least, 
they think they know the basis for prices on book, writings, 
manilas, coated papers, &c. The jobbers also declare that 
they are receiving in every mail samples and prices that are 
lower than previous quotations. They are importuned, so 
they say, by the manufacturers, to place orders so that the 
latter can keep their machines running full. Notwithstand- 


“Owing to the fact that the prices 


ing the statements of the buyers it seems to me that the 
lowest quotation on a good grade of super, for instance, is 
3% cents. Standard grades of machine finished are worth 
3% cents, good laid papers, 3144@3™% cents, and the range 
on supers is 342@4 cents. The quality of samples submit 
ted and the adaptability both in size and weight of the or- 
ders under discussion to the machines at the mill will, of 
course, affect these quotations somewhat. Manilas, both 
Nos. 1 and 2, seem to be ‘off.’ The reason for this is gen- 
erally thought to be the uncertainty of the sulphite mar- 
ket. Although it is a fact that the prices are fixed, still it 
is reported that there is a tendency on the part of the sul- 
phite manufacturers to make lower prices. This evidence 
of weakness is coupled with the fact that at some early 
date there will be a considerable addition to the production 
of sulphite. When this happens the newcomers must make 
lower prices in order to get the business. But if the manu- 
facturers of paper can readily absorb the addition to the 
supply of sulphite, why, then, there need be no lowering 
of prices on the manufactured product. In regard to news 
I confess that the situation is a little mixed. I hear of 
quotations as low as 2.30 cents. News is a little easier, but 
I doubt if there is any great quantity of it to be had. I 
think that 2™% cents is still the asking price. Some is be- 
ing sold, no doubt, as low as 2.30 cents. On big contracts 
I suppose that the figure remains at 2% cents.”

sources, is enough to dishearten those in the business. In 
dustrial conditions generally do not demand such low 
prices. I cannot understand why they are as they are.” 

“And neither can I,” said Mr. Church, of Thomas M. 
Royal & Co., subsequently, “although in my tour among 
the textile mills, particularly among finishers, I found that 
their business is at a complete standstill, and as a result 
they are not purchasing paper supplies.

BRITISH PAPER NEWS. 


Great Britain Imports and Exports—The Countries That 
Sold to and Bought from British Manufacturers 
—The Pulp Markets. 





[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL.|] 
LoNnpDON, January 11.—The imports of paper into Great 
Britain continue to increase. This is true not only of “un- 
printed” paper considered alone, but also of “printed” and 
“unprinted” paper taken together. The following figures 
show the imports of “unprinted” paper for 1899 and 1900, 
as well as the various countries from which the supplies

Norway and Sweden are the principal exporters to Great 
Britain; in fact, taking the total value of the receipts of 
unprinted paper last year the two countries mentioned 
must be credited with 38 per cent. During 1900 the imports 
of foreign unprinted paper into this country showed an in 
creased value of £494,975, and of this amount Sweden was 
responsible for 25 per cent. Supplies from Norway still 
maintain the lead, but the additional trade during 1900 was 
not nearly so heavy as that of Sweden, as Norway contrib 
uted only 14 per cent. of the total increase. German paper 
has come forward pretty freely, her proportion of the total 
increase being 22 per cent. Heavy consignments were re 
ceived during the year from Holland, but a large propor 
tion of the paper is of German origin; according to the 
official returns, however, the exports from Holland were 
responsible for 13 per cent. of the total increased value. 
Belgium and United States also added to the value of their 
exports to this country, while “other countries’ contrib 
uted 18 per cent. to the total increase in the value of the 
“unprinted” paper supplied to the British market. Printed 
or coated paper was received into this country last year to 
the total value of £410,320, compared with £346,103 for 
1899. The principal countries supplying the market are 
Belgium, Holland, Germany, France and the United States. 
There was also an increased importation of straw, mill and 
wood pulp boards, the value last year being £888,316, com

NraGarA Faris, N. Y., January 21 (Special).—The 
scare over the wood question in Ontario is pretty strong 
with the Government. The session of the Ontario Parlia 
ment coming on is liable to be quite lively, so several 
pulp and paper manufacturers of the Dominion say, who 
were here this week. If the new inspection and revision 
of the forest lands shows a general depletion, as it is 
claimed it will, there is strong probability that new re- 
strictions on the cutting of spruce will be imposed. This 
will strengthen the price of wood pulp in Ontario 

The price in Quebec has already jumped up, and the 
holders of pulp wood are quite independent as to filling 
orders. The prevailing price is now $5 a cord. Up to 
within a week it could be had for $4.25 a cord on the south 
side of the St. Lawrence. There has been so little snow 
that it will be difficult to get the cut of this winter to navi 
gation if there is not more snow in the woods. 

Many American mills are short of their supply of pulp 
wood, and if there should come a big snow blockade it 
will shut them down. The Niagara Falls mill of the big 
International Paper Company is short, and is receiving 
nearly all its supply by the carload from Michigan and 
Canada. Last fall several of its fleet of boats, loaded with 
pulp wood from Michigan, were beached in a storm on 
Lake Erie, and the Niagara Falls mill is now the sufferer.

A Label for Wire Cloth. 
The American Wire Weavers’ Protective Association 
some time ago sought to have a “union” label for wire 


cloth registered. The Examiner of Labels at Washing- 
ton declined to make the registration, and the association 
took the case up on appeal. This appeal was heard by 
\ssistant Commissioner of Patents Chamberlin, and he 
has just rendered decision as follows: 

“This is an appeal from the action of the Examiner of 
Labels refusing to register a label for wire cloth entitled 
‘All goods bearing this label are guaranteed union made.’ 

“Tt is stated in the application that the label is used upon 
wire cloth; but there is nothing in the label itself to indi- 
cate that fact. In other words, the label is not descriptive 
of the article upon which it is used, as required by law, 
and it is upon this ground that the examiner refused to 
register it. The appellant contends that the name of the 
company, ‘American Wire Weavers’ Protective Asso- 
ciation,’ which appears in the label, indicates the kind of 
goods upon which it is used; but this cannot be granted. 
It might suggest it to some and not to others, and it does 
not with certainty indicate the goods. The same is true of 
the gold ornamentation on the label referred to by the ap- 
pellant. 

“The primary purpose of a label is to describe the article 
to which attached and give other information about it, 
and since the present label does not describe the article it 
is not registrable. It seems to possess sufficient artistic 
merit, and if it contained a statement showing that wire 
cloth is the article upon which it is used would probably 
be registrable. 

“The decision of the examiner is affirmed.”

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ANILINE COLORS. 


The Progress That Has Been Made in Their Manufacture— 
American Manufacturers Gaining Ground Steadily 
—New Improvements. 


The consumption of aniline colors throughout the world, 
and particularly in the United States during the last few 
years, has been remarkable; enough, in fact, to almost 
revolutionize the dyestuffs trade within a period of less 
than ten years, says the Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter. 
Consuming industries in this country have made much 
more rapid strides than elsewhere, and American silk, 
woolen, cotton, feathers and other similar manufactures have 
reached far out and absorbed more than ever the domestic 
trade of the country, to say nothing of the progress made 
by therm in foreign markets. 

Of the colors which enter so largely into the compo- 
sition of these articles anilines have easily outdistanced 
the others as a whole. It is unfortunately impossible to 
estimate with any degree of accuracy the quantities con 
sumed, but an idea of the increased importance of the in- 
dustry may be had by comparing the value of the im- 
ports, which still form by far the greater bulk of the quan 
tity consumed. In 1890 the importations, which consti- 
tuted almost the entire consumption, were valued at 
$1,787,553, and in 1899 at $4,890,072. To complete the com- 
parison the question of price must be considered. Dyes 
which in the former year were invoiced at, say, $1.60 per 
pound, are now sold as low as 20 cents. Goods, too, of do 
mestic make not included in the figures are naturally a 
material factor when reckoning the consumption, so that, 
all things considered, it would be quite safe to estimate 
the present market needs as at least twenty times heavier 
than they were ten years ago. 

This remarkable increase in trade speaks volumes for 
the enterprise of the manufacturers, for their keen fore- 
sight, backed by absolute faith in their discoveries. For 
many years the larger German houses had labored inces- 
santly under great expense to overcome obstacles that 
once seemed unsurmountable from a scientific point of 
view and impracticable from a commercial standpoint 
Not alone did the cost of experimenting weigh against the 
success of the enterprise, but the cost of exploiting and 


marketing the colors was enormous. Dyeing methods 


had to be completely altered at heavy outlay, and it was 
only after long, patient, persistent effort regardless of 
expense that final success rewarded the backers of aniline 
industries 

Each year seems to bring about some new improve 
ment. One out of many instances, the result of recent 
years, may be quoted in Bismarck brown. The original 
process required three operations, first a bath of sumac 
extract, followed by one of tartar emetic and finally the 
application of the dye itself. The whole process required 4 
space of forty-eight hours. To-day the use of mordants is 
dispensed with. The dye is applied directly to the cloth 
and the whole operation is completed within from thirty 
minutes to two hours. Besides the saving of time and 
labor the cost of material has come down to one-twentieth 
of the original price. 

American manufacturers have made great strides in the 
production of aniline colors. While the greater bulk of the 
dyes are of Gerthan manufacture our home makers have 
been forced to ifferease their plants time and time again to 
keep pace with market demands, and the colors produced 
here have a distinctive merit and are in every respect equal 
to the imported goods. Competition has led to keen rivalry 
between American makers themselves, and notwithstanding 
a protective duty of 30 per cent., values are reduced to ex- 
ceptionally low figures, yet even upon a narrow margin of 
profit the home industry appears to thrive. The outlook 
for. both manufacturers and importers seems even more 
than usually bright for the coming year. Reports from the 
principal consuming industries are favorable and inquiries 
from the various sources have lent a cheerful and a healthy 
tone to the market. 


Canada Wants Duty on Lumber. 


Ortawa, Ont., January 21.—M. Beecher. of Vancouver 
B. C., who is in the lumber business, is in the city seeing 
the members of the Government with a view of inducing 
the Government to place a duty on lumber entering Canada 
equal to the duty on lumber going from Canada to the 
United States. The manufacturers of lumber on the Pa- 
cific Coast have strong competition from the United 
States, and Mr. Beecher wants to offset this. Efforts have 
frequently been made to increase the duty, but the Mani- 
toba and Northwest farmers have always been able to 
stay the hand of the Government.

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SAN FRANCISCO DEALERS. 


They Object to Eastern Agents in Their Market—Claim 
That Their Trade Is Interfered With, and so They 
Reduce Prices on Wrappings, 

[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

SAN Francisco, January 21.—A very interesting and 
important meeting of the Paper Trade Association, which 
is composed of all the large dealers in paper in this city, 
was held on Friday evening, January 11, when quite a 
heated argument was indulged in regarding the price of 
certain kinds of paper. It was contended by some that in- 
roads were being made in their trade, and the fact was 
brought to light by some of the shrewdest of the dealers 
that the falling off of trade had been caused by the repre- 
sentatives of Eastern mills in this city, who were selling 
at a lower figure than the prevailing price here. In order 
to regain their losing trade, it was finally decided to make 
a reduction in the price of cheap wrapping paper of one- 
quarter of a cent a pound, the cut to go into effect at once. 
The prices on other kinds of paper were not interfered 
with, but will remain stationary. Your correspondent 
called on Cutler L. Bonestell, of the firm of Bonestell & 
Co., at 401 and 403 Sansome street, who is president of the 
Paper Trade Association, and when asked about the cut in 
prices, he said: 

“For some time past at our weekly meetings some of 
the members of the association have made complaints that 
there was a considerable falling off in their trade on cheap 
wrapping paper, and after an investigation it was discov- 
ered that it was due to the competition of the agents from 
Eastern mills, who had been sent out here for orders, and 
by selling cheaper than us succeeded in getting a consid- 
erable amount of trade, which naturally was taken away 
from this coast. The smaller dealers were the principal 
sufferers, and in order to meet these agents we decided to 
make a slight reduction in the price of wraps, and by so 
doing regain the business that was gradually going east- 
ward. There are only a few of these representatives here 
at the present time, and while I believe in the old saying 


that ‘competition is the life of trade,’ we are now at all 
times on the alert for any new scheme that might be in- 
troduced by them for capturing the paper trade here, and 
we are prepared to further cut prices if necessary. While 
the prices in the East do not materially affect our trade, 
we felt that when the Eastern people entered the field as 
competitors we had to do something to protect ourselves; 
hence the slight cut. The profits on this kind of paper are 
very small at the prevailing prices, for we are selling at a 
closer margin than the Eastern houses. However, we 
have nothing to complain of, as business has been exceed- 
ingly brisk during the past year, and we expect it to im- 
prove to a considerable extent in the near future, as we are 
gradually but slowly entering new fields, which is bound 
to increase the production of the paper mills on this coast. 
“As to the Paper Trade Association, we aré organized 
for self-protection, and while we hold weekly meetings, 
there are times that very little other than routine business 
is transacted. The social feeling that exists among our 
members was demonstrated at our banquet that was held 
some time ago. It is our intention to hold these dinners 
annually hereafter, as is done by similar organizations 
throughout the East, and get better acquainted with each 
other socially and otherwise.” W. N. 


The Paper Company Won the Suit. 
[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL. ] 

KaLaMazoo, Mich., January 21.—The Kalamazoo Paper 
Company has won out in the injunction suit brought by the 
Michigan Central Railroad to prevent the former from re- 
moving a sidetrack belonging to the latter on property 
owned by the paper company near its No. 2 mill. 

Some years ago the Wolverine Paper Company entered 
into a contract with the Michigan Central, whereby the lat- 
ter agreed to lay the sidetrack to the mill. After the mill 
and plant had been purchased by the Kalamazoo Paper 
Company its officers decided to allow the C. K. & S. road 
to run a sidetrack into the mill. To this move the Michi- 
gan Central objected, and through the company’s attorney, 
N. H. Stewart, an injunction suit was brought to prevent it. 

In his opinion Judge Adams agrees with the attorney of 
the paper company that the contract between the Michigan 


Central and the paper company is void for the lack of 
mutuality and so that it does not extend to the present 
owners of the mill. The court further stated that the con- 
tract was in the nature of a license for the railroad com- 
pany to occupy the mill grounds and that no relation of 
landlord to tenant was created and therefore no notice was 
required to quit, and that the railroad company has no 
rights which warrant any interference by the courts. 

Attorney Stewart for the Michigan Central will now 
make a motion for a stay in proceedings. 

The C. K. & S. road will complete the work which it 
had originally planned, and will make connections with the 
paper mill to handle freight. 


Natural Gas Explosion at Pulp Mill. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Dayton, Ohio, January 21.—A series of explosions oc- 
curred at the plant of the Marion (Ind.) pulp mill Satur- 
day night, when two large reservoirs containing several 
million cubic feet of natural gas went up, wrecking the 
building in which they were located, but fortunately not de- 
stroying the entire plant. Under the circumstances the loss 
to the paper company was small, the efficient work of the 
firemen preventing a spread. 

Several persons were injured. Warren Butler, chief of 
the fire department, was struck by flying débris when one 
of the tanks exploded, and was hurled with considerable 
force a distance of 100 feet. Burr Hamilton, fireman, sus- 
tained broken legs, the bone of the right limb protruding 
through flesh and clothing. Harry Poling, another fireman, 
was hurled through space and landed in an adjoining lot. 
When found he was unconscious, but his condition has 
greatly improved. Frederick Pennock was hurt about the 
limbs and body, while several other firemen were bruised 
and cut, but they worked on heroically and saved the plant 
from destruction or serious loss. 

A number of persons who were in proximity to the plant 
when the first tank exploded were injured. They were re- 
moved home and given surgical attention, and all are re- 
ported out of danger. Wm. Nessler, the head bookkeeper 
of the paper company, was seriously burned about the body,

Their Association Holds a Three Days’ Session in St. Louis 
—A Suggestion That It Builds Its Own 
Straw Board Mills. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

St. Louts, Mo., January 21—The Western Paper Box 
Manufacturers’ Association met last Thursday morn- 
ing in the parlors of the Southern Hotel.

MontreEAL, January 21.—As a result of the Paris Exhi 
bition, Canadian paper manufacturers have received nu 
merous inquiries from France for news paper. France is 
almost depleted of pulp wood, and the future supply of 
paper is becoming a serious question. Canadians made 
such a good showing at the exhibition that large contracts 
have been offered on the strength of that alone. At the 
present time, however, the price of paper in France is very 
little higher than it is in England, and the import duty is 
so large that the Canadian manufacturers have so far 


found it impossible to accept any of the contracts.

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Improving Statistical Information. 

The British Wood Pulp Association recently asked the 
British Board of Trade to classify their reports of the 
imports and exports of pulp more in detail, -so as to 
show whether the pulp was chemical or mechanical, and 
dry or moist. The association plea prevailed, and the 
divisions in the classification will be made. 

The example set before us in this matter should not 
be lost. It should be followed. The reports of our 
Government Bureau of Statistics, both as to pulp and 
paper, are decidedly unsatisfactory, as has been pointed 
out in these columns before. In the pulp department 
there is only the one lump item. It is all pulp, and the 
reader is left to work out as best he can how much of 
it is mechanical or chemical, and moist or dry. We say 
as best he can, but the plain fact is that he cannot work 
it out at all, for he has no data to assist him in solving 
the problem. 

In the paper account it is a puzzle of a different kind. 
In the imports the paper is classified as “lithographic 
labels and prints,” “parchment papers” and “all other,” 
a mixture of raw unprinted paper, printed paper and re- 
manufactured paper, the statement as to which is of lit- 
tle value. In the exports the classification begins with 
“paper hangings,” a converted product. The next item 
is printing paper, which is supposed to include book and 
news, but may likewise take in parts of other grades. 
Then comes “writing paper and envelopes’”—a_ curious 
combination. If envelopes, why not writing pads and 
tablets, note books, composition books, and a variety of 
other articles made up wholiy or chiefly of writing paper? 
The fourth item is the inevitable “all other,” that sta- 
tistical waste basket into which so many things are 
dumped. 

The fact is the classifications are not in accordance with 
trade usage or anything else. They include in one item 
the raw article paper, and some of the articles into which 
it is manufactured, while other articles equally important 
are omitted. 

This matter needs attention, and it would be well if the 
American Paper and Pulp Association would take the 
matter up at its next meeting. Government statisticians 
are wondérfully conservative. They have no desire for 
change. They are bound by precedent, but it is believed 
that if the association was to take the matter up in a 
proper, energetic way, it could secure a correction of the 
matter in a great measure. 

Whatever changes are made will be made on July 1, the 
beginning of the Government’s fiscal year. The agitation 
should begin now, and the association will render a serv- 
ice to the whole trade if it will bring about a recasting 
of the forms in which our Government statistics are pre- 


sented. 


Threatening to Build Mills. 

The Western Paper Box Manufacturers, at their recent 
session in St. Louis, took up the question of the recent 
advance in straw board prices, and expressed their opin- 
ion to the effect that the advance was one that should 
not have been made. They argued that as the box makers 
were bound in many instances by yearly contracts to their 
customers, these contracts being made on the basis of the 
old prices of straw board, they could not carry out such 
contracts on the basis of the new prices with any profit 
to themselves. Finally, it was hinted that, in the event 
of the straw board manufacturers declining to withdraw 
the advance, the paper box manufacturers would build 
their own mills and manufacture their own straw’ board. 

This proposition is an old-timer. It has done duty on 
many occasions, and will probably do duty on many more. 
It is familiar not only in this country, but in many others. 
Recently, when news paper was more costly than it is 
now, the newspaper publishers here and in Germany 
made known their intention to build their own mills if 
they could not obtain better terms from the manufac- 
turers who were supplying them with the white paper. In 
neither country has the threat been carried out, and it 
probably will not be in the straw board line. 

As a rule it is cheaper and more satisfactory for the 
consumers of news paper and straw board to buy their 


material than to make it. Those who have thought dif- 





ferent, and who have embarked in the mill business in 


either line, have been disappointed in the majority of 


‘nstances, and have found that they have had to meet ex- 
penses that were not included in the original calculations, 

The paper box makers will do well to reflect before 
they engage in building straw board mills. There is no 
scarcity of mills in that line now, and the market is not 


overcrowded with product. 


It would seem as though the International Paper Com- 
pany had taken a wise course in placing the head of its 
manufacturing department in the position of chairman of 
its committee on sales. The manufacturing department is 
of course subordinate to that of sales, and its reason for 
existence is to make the goods that the sales department 
has disposed of. The combining of the practical control 
of these departments in the hands of one man should be 
productive of good results. As President Chisholm says, 
it will obviate any occasion for friction between the two 
departments, and will result in a service that should be 
much more effective than that under the old rule. 


This week our exports of paper at the port of New York 
show a gain of nearly $10,000, as compared with those of 
last week. Last week the exports of paper at this port 
aggregated $83,191. This week they aggregate $92,985, a 
total that is very close up to the record point. Australia, 
as usual, leads in the buying, her bill being $45,568. Lon- 
don comes second, with purchases “toting up” $10,080, 
Rotterdam taking third place, with an account of $9,325. 
The values of shipments to other points are as follows: 
Liverpool, $4,376; British Africa, $4,249; Cuba, $3,017; 
Venezuela, $2,312; Manchester, $1,505; Mexico, $1,368, 
and Hamburg, $1,000. 

The “Windmill” continues to feel very sore that in the 
matter of the changes that occurred in the selling de- 
partment of the Great Northern Paper Company, just as 
in all other matters of trade interest, THE PAPER TRADE 
JOURNAL should be the first to place the news before the 
trade.

The Province of Ontario, Canada, has somewhat of a 
pulp wood scare on her hands. There is a feeling abroad 
that she is short of timber, and this sentiment has grown 
to such proportions that the market has responded ap- 
propriately, prices having been advanced considerably. 
The subject of timber promises to be one of considerable 
moment at the coming session of the Ontario Parliament, 
and the discussion of it will, no doubt, bring out some 
rather sharp debate. 


The paper dealers of San Francisco, Cal., object to rep-

Cable advices are to the effect that the Anglo-Sicilian 
Sulphur Company has signed contracts with the Sicilian 
producers for a term of five years from July 31 next.

N1iaAGARA Fatis, N. Y., January 21.—The new plant of 
the French-Hickman Flax Fibre Company, Limited, of 
Niagara Falls, is on the eve of being put in operation, and 
in a short time at the most the finished product will be 
turned out. 

Very little, if anything, has appeared in print concern- 
ing this company, which originated a few years ago with 
B. F. French, of Boston, and Dr. Francis Hickman, of 
Bound Brook, N. J. 


The company is backed by American 
and English capital, Mr. French, of Boston, representing 
the former and Harold Krall, of Londgn, the latter. Mr. 
French is best known to the paper trade through the firm 
of Horace Dutton & Co., of Boston, of which he is a 
member. Dr. Hickman is the inventor and patentee of 
the flax fibre process that has been acquired by the com- 
pany that has built the fine mill property located on the 
upper Niagara River, just above the great electrical power 
plant of the Niagara Falls Power Company. 

There are no secrets about the process, although the 
general public is not taken into the company’s confidence. 
The process is covered by patents. Briefly stated, this 
process is the making of chemical pulp from straw, or, as 
termed by the inventor, flax, in such a manner as to be 
superior, it is claimed, to any other pulp for the use of fine 
papers and boards. The reason why this product is better 
than the ordinary rag pulp is answered in several positive 
assertions. It can be made as cheaply, if not cheaper, than 
other chemical pulp. It is superior in that it is used first 
hand from the stock, is therefore clean, and has a closer 
fibre than can be secured from linen rags that have been 
dyed and are soiled and worn. Then the chemical treat- 
ment, that was devised by Dr. Hickman, produces, it is 
said, a product better than anything yet turned out for 
the finest kind of paper stock. Dr. Hickman says that he 
spent two years of his life after he had perfected his 
process and plans in experimenting with them up in the 
old paper mill at Mineral Point, Wis., and when he had 
finished he had a product that, as he termed it, “would 
make the old paper makers stop for a moment.” Then, 
again, men have to be thoroughly convinced before they 
will go down into their pockets and put up their thousands 
and hundreds of thousands to build and equip such a mill 
as the French-Hickman people are about ready to start. 
Briefly stated, the process consists in taking the flax or 
shredded straw, that comes in bales from the preparatory 
plant at Fargo, S. Dak., from the cutting room to the 
digesters, where it is cooked in a way somewhat similar to 
that used in the soda process. The product is then blown 
out into the blow tanks, where the liquor is drained off 
through a system of rotary furnaces, and the pulp pumped 
to the washers \fter being thoroughly washed, it goes 
to the bleaching tanks, irom which it is taken to the beat- 
ing engines and prepared for the machines 
Rock, brick, 


cement, iron and steel form the greater part of the material, 


The buildings are substantially constructed 


and where wood construction was necessary it is amply 
protected from fire by a pump house and water system 
with five hydrants independent of the city water mains and 
hydrants connected with the plant. James Lloyd Campbell, 
the resident manager and superintendent, personally super 


vised the building of the plant and is installing the ma 
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chinery. Mr. Campbell is an expert in his line and 
supervised the construction of much of the Niagara 
Falls Paper Company's magnificent plant, now one of the 
International’s most valued properties. Be it to Mr. 
Campbell’s credit that he constructed and had under cover 
the entire plant of the French-Hickman Company, which 
occupies nearly 3 acres, in just sixty-five days. 

The main buildings are flanked on the long sides by 
railroad tracks. On one side the flax product is received, 
while on the other it is turned out as pulp ready for ship- 
ment. The interior arrangement shows a thorough econ- 
omy of space for the best results. The raw product comes 
into the main building on carriers and first goes to the di- 
gester room. This is a two-story room, 52x72 feet. There 
are in it five digesters, each 9 feet in diameter and 16 feet 
long. They were made by the Pusey & Jones Company, of 
Wilmington, Del., and have a capacity of 25 tons. 

The boiler house adjoins this and is 52x76 feet. Here 
are five 100 horse power tubular boilers, each 66 inches by 
18 feet. They were furnished by the Erie City Iron 
Works, of Erie, Pa. 

The next room in rotation is the incinerator room 
This is where the peculiar system of the Hickman process 
takes place. An incinerator, or rotary furnace, is ttsed 
for burning the liquor. There are also three liquor tanks, 
11 feet in diameter by 11 feet deep, through which the fluid 
passes. The alkali room is next, §2x&4 feet, and two 
stories depressed, with rock bottom and cement ceiling. 
This is used for liquor mixing and lime reclaiming. Here 
are six mixing tanks, each 14 feet in diameter and 8 feet 
deep. They were furnished by the Dobbie Foundry Com- 
pany, of Niagara Falls, N. Y. The yaryan room, 50xx72 
feet, is equipped with four steam pumps made by the Stil- 
well-Bierce & Smith-Vaile Company, of Dayton, Ohio 

Before describing the machine room, a word about the 
machine shop. Here is a perfectly appointed repair room 
two stories in height, 32x50 feet, equipped with lathes, 
drill press, cutters, planers and other necessary tools. 
It adjoins the machine room, which stretches out 225 
feet by 56 feet, with a solid cement floor. The room is 
designed for two 96-inch machines, one of which is now 
being set up. It is from the Pusey & Jones Company’s 
shops at Wilmington, Del., and has two cylinders and 
twenty-seven dryers Some 50 feet of this room are al 
lotted for a basement. Here two beating engines from 
the Globe Iron Works, of Dayton, Ohio, will be set up, 
as well as a quota of stuff chests, which are being made 
by Superintendent Campbell. 

The storeroom continues on from the machine room, is 
108x56 feet, one story with cement floor. Here is ample 
room for storing and shipping the finished product as it 
comes from the dryers ready for tying up 

Back of the machine room is the wash and bleach room, 
64x156 feet, three stories. Here are two beating engines, 
two large sized blow tanks, 18 feet in diameter by 16 feet 
deep; ten draining tanks, twenty-five bleaching tanks and 
five washers 
from the Pusey & Jones Company, while the bleach tanks 
are being built by Superintendent Campbell and the blow 


The engines, drain tanks and washers are 


tanks by the Dobbie Company. 

The office and laboratory will complete the main build- 
ings. The former will be 32x36 feet, located in the north- 
west corner, second story, and will be modernly ap 
pointed. The laboratory adjoins, where the chemical and 
electrical supplies will be kept and tests made 

Near the southwest corner of the main buildings is the 
straw, or flax, house, a brick structure two stories high, 
48x54 feet. Here the raw product is received, is cut and 
placed in proper form for starting on its way to be trans 


formed into flax pulp. This building is equipped with two 
cutting machines made by the Winona Manufacturing 
Company, of Winona, Minn., with a capacity of 25 tons a 
day. The carriers take the flax, after it is cut the right 


size, to the digesters. 

Back of the flax house, and near the river, is the pump 
house, a brick fireproof building, 24x30 feet in size. It is 
furnished with one fire pump made by the Lawrence Ma- 
chine Company, of Lawrence, Mass., and two centrifugal 
10-inch pumps, also made by the same company. A filter 
system will also be installed. 

All the machirfery of the plant will be run by electrical 
power. Each room will have its individual motor to 
operate machinery and shafting. Each pump will have a 
direct motor attachment. No chances will be taken 
that there will be lacking sufficient power to operate the 
plant satisfactorily. The company will take between §00 
and 600 electrical horse power from the Niagara Falls 
Power Company, and will employ, when both machines 
are set up and rtinning, 22§ men. The full capacity of the 
mill will be 20 tons a day of flax pulp.

Litigation Over Roll Cutter Business.

Dayton, Ohio, January 21.—In the suit of the Hill- 
Kauffman Manufacturing Company, maker of paper roll 
cutters and other articles used by dealers and the trade in 
general, the Daily News Publishing Company filed a mo- 
tion Saturday afternoon to require the plaintiff to make 
its petition more definite by giving the names and resi- 
dences of the plaintiff's creditors, who are uneasy and are 
pressing their claims; those who have sold goods to plain- 
tiff on credit, and who now refuse to sell same; those who 
have refused to deal with the plaintiff directly or indi- 
rectly; those who have refused to buy the plaintiff's roll 
paper holders and cutters by reason of the publication of 
the alleged objectionable advertisement; and to state the 
amount of money lost by gains which would have accrued 
if the article had not been published, and by stating the 
amount of business that has fallen off and decreased, and 
the exact amounts the plaintiff has lost. The suit against 
the newspaper is for $15,000 damages for the publication 
of an “ad.” inserted by a number of competitors in the roll 
cutter business. M. V. 


Encouraging Paper Mill Building. 

Mapison, Me., January 21.—At a special town meeting 
last Saturday it was voted unanimously to instruct the 
assessors for the year 1902, and assessors for nine suc- 
cessive years, to place an assessment of valuation upon 
such part of a paper mill as shall be created in the town by 
the Great Northern Paper Company, or its successors, as 
shall be sufficient to pay the State and county taxes there- 
on, and no more. 

It is believed that this encouragement from the town 
will result in a six or eight machine mill being built in 
the near future. This means the erection of a mill having 
a capacity of at least 200 tons of paper per day, including a 
ground wood plant of a capacity sufficient to supply the 
paper mill. Such a plant would give employment to about 
400 men.

Paper Board Machine—Compound Stiffening Fabric—Stuff 
Pump—Leather Board Boxes—Wood Chipper 
and Crusher—Trade Mark. 


Ernest Oeser, of Berlin, Germany, has taken out United 
States patent No. 666,207 for a paper board machine. The 
device is herewith illustrated 

Fig. 1 is an end elevation of the improved apparatus for 
manufacturing six-ply paper board. Fig. 2 is an end ele- 
vation showing modification thereof. 6b is a drying cylinder 
of large diameter turning in the direction of the arrow, to 
which the continuous series of webs or strips of paper c 
are fed from a series of paper rolls a around a series of 
guide rollers d, contiguous to the drying cylinder. 

In close proximity to and concentric with the drying 
cylinder b ar@ located a series of paste receptacles f, in 
which freely rotate the series of pasting rollers f’, so that 
the series of paper webs or strips c when provided with
